The reeonstruction of the Cabinet is interesting on 
its personal side. It transfers Mr. Herbert Simuel 
to the General Post Office, whither, it will be remem- 
bered, another distinguished coreligionist (Sir 
Matthew Nathan) has preeeded him. It has also taken Mr. Churchill to 
the Home Office, where that brilliant young politician will have fresh 
opportunity for the exercise of his great gifts. Our own community, how- 
ever, will have a special interest in Mr. Churehill’s promotion. As Home 
Secretary he will have charge of the administration of the Aliens Act ; 
and after the prominent part he took in the opposition to that species of 
legislation, and his symp thetic replies to Jewish depatations, we may at 
least expect a more generous attitude towards Jewish representation on 
this subject than was manifested by his predecessor. Mr. Churchill, in 
his new post, will also have a more important voice in the naturalisation 
question than he could previously lay claim to, We need only point out 
that his declarations on this subject have been strong and unequivocal. 
To a meeting held at Leeds in December, 1906, Mr. Churchill sent a letter 
in the course of which he remarked :— 
£5 103. is a very serious disbursement for a working-man, however thrifty 
he may be, and to many men of good record and conduct, who have 
laboured industriously and have faithfully performed all the duties of a 
British citizen for many years, so great a sum is often,in fact, an absolute 
impediment. This is another instance of that same odious principle of a 
poverty test which we stigmatised in the Aliens Act, which accords the 
fullest enfranchisement to a well-to-do person, however undesirable he 
may be, and shuts the door with a slam inthe face of a poor man, however 
honestly and high-mindedly he may have lived I am, therefore, strongly 
of opinion that, whatever other tests may be prescribed, the naturalisation 
fee should be reduced. 
In his remarks to the Jewish electors of North-West Manchester in April, 
1908, Mr. Charchill was again sympathetic on this question ; while on the 
oceasion of the recent election, Mr. Churchill categorically stated at 
Dundee that personally be was in favour of the reduction of the naturali- 
sation fee. la view of al) this, the Jewish community is fairly entitled to 
expect some progress to be made with this vexed question, and we will do 
Mr. Churchill the justice to say that in the position of greater’ power in 
which he now finds himself he will do his best to forward the priaciples 
which we believe he has sincerely at heart. |

withheld from public knowledge. All that would happen would be that in 
the process of passing from lip to lip, distorted versions of the occurrence 
would gain currency, instead of the accurate accounts that would appear 
in the Press. Surely, nobody at Berkeley Street would desire such a 
result. The secrecy at Berkeley Street, however, is to be condemned on 
wider grounds. It deprives the public of the details of a discussion by 
Ire competent men and women ona matter of urgent importance and 
protound interest. It sets a precedent which, if followed, would be 
thoroughly inimical to the general interests. And we venture to think 
that it will create misgivings as to the intentions of the Reform movement. 
The proceedings at * Orthodox ” synagogues are always open to the Press. 
If the ye ere of Berkeley Street insist on speaking behind closed doors 
it will infvitably be assumed that it is because they fear the effect 
of their deliberations on the publie mind. This, again, can hardly be an 
objeet desired by the “ Reform” leaders. We hope that before the next 
meeting at Berkeley Street is held,a different view will prevail on the 
question of publicity from that which has, unfortunately, governed the 
proceedings hitherto. 
The meetings of the members appear, from the communi- 
cated report we are enabled to publish, to have resulted 
in the aceeptance, in principle, of the proposed changes. 
There is to be a large introduction of English into the 
service; the Sabbath morning service is to begin at 11 a.m., and to be eur- 
tailed; and the sexes are to be seated together, though in the latter case 
the Council is to report on the desirability and feasibility of the proposal. 
We can only repeat the doubts we have already expressed as to whether 
these alterations—forced upon the synagogue by the radicalism of the 
Jewish Religious Union—will have the effect that is hoped. It is 
possible that a’ few people may be attracted to the synagogue by 
the knowledge that they can bring their wives with them, and that 
the services will be short and largely conducted in English. But we 
cannot believe that such knowledge will, in the end, permanently 
Sway many minds. The great glaring fact that faces us is the 
decay of the religious idea, and the absorption in other matters. The 
innovations now approved will not materially revive the religious senti- 
ment or destroy the magnetic power of other interests. Changes of this 
kind have been tried before. They have failed. The very proposals now 
brought forward by the Berkeley Street Synagogue are proof of failure. 
The Reform Synagogue, during its existence, cannot be said to have 
wasted its energies in innovations. But “ Orthodox” synagogues have 
indulged in changes oradditions. They have tried extra services—and tried 
in vain. The reason is not far to seek. The mind and the heart of many of our 
generation have become alienated from the synagogue service largely, we 
doubt not, because of the economic conditions which surround us. If 
things were as of yore, the choppings and changes would be unnecessary. 
It is because the old attachment has been broken that we believe the new 
proposals will be of little avail. The main hope of Jewry—or, for the 
matter, of other creeds—-to-day is to create a new spirit in, if not new 
conditions for, the children. Ifthe young can be reared with a different 
outlook on life, with an appreciation above all else on earth of the claims 
of the ancient faith and a reverence for the old ideals, more will be done 
than a hundred reforms could achieve,

Our Women report of the annual meeting of the Union of 
Philanthropists. Jewish Women, which we publish in another 


column, The salutary work which this organisation 
is doing should make Jewesses proud to belong to it. The object of the 
Union is, as Mrs. N. L. Cohen stated, to assist Jewesses all over the world 
to become, as far as possible, “ self-helpfal,” “to train and to use their 
powers to the very best advantage to earn their living, and to hold out the 
friendly hand to coreligionists all over the world.” The Union has been, 
indeed, « pioneer in social endeavour. It has had an Employment Exchange 
for Jewish girls for nine years. Where the Union has trodden, the 
Imperial Government itself has not hesitated to follow; and to-day we see 
official Labour Exchanges established all over the country. The Union 


has also been a _ great unifier. It has been, as Mrs. Cohen 
Says, a link between Jewesses all over the world. We often 
hear of the necessity for co-operation between the scattered 


elements of the race, The Union is bringing about a practical co-operation 
to the full extent of its power. The success of this organisation is a 
heartening fact in our modern Jewish life. When the Jewish women are 
zealous for the welfare of their people there is no need altogether to 
despair of the republic. We hope that as many as possible of our girls 
and women will take a hand in the fine work of the Union ; and that they 
and their male relatives will at least forward the work by sending their 
subscriptions and donations. Even our Jewish women philanthropists 
cannot dispense with financial support ; and we trust that the community 
will resolve itself into a Committee of Ways and Means, and grant these 
ladies the supplies for which they are asking.

With the merits of the case in which four executors sought 
the restitution of moneys made to an ex-footman by the 
late Miss Lucy Cohen and Miss Louisa Cohen, we are, of 
course, not concerned. But the case raises other considera- 
tions which properly come within our purview. The Misses Cohen were 
possessed of vast wealth. The way in which a considerable proportion of 
that wealth was disposed of is common knowledge. Although under the 
will large sums were bequeathed to objects of communal and general 
charity, yet larger sums, as we have seen, were given to the ex-footman 
already mentioned ; while even more money went to endow still 
further a noble family which has always been understood to have been not 
ill-favoured as regards the goods of this world. The possession of great 
riches cannot, with any safety to property, be the exclusive affair of the 
owner. Property has its undoubted and inalienable rights, but the main- 
tenance of them entails certain duties; and fobody can say that the 
manner in which much of the wealth of the Misses Cohen was ultimately 
disposed of, was consistent with the highest sense of public obligation. 
The ownership of riches is, in a sense, a stewardship, and 
the unworthy attacks which are made on capital in these days are not 
likely to lose any of their virulence when that stewardship is unwisely 
exercised. There is another consideration which must inevitably occur to 
the mind of the Jewish public. Anglo-Jewry is, at the present time,

they must close their doors or seriously retard their work if aid be no 
forthcoming. Most often, in honour be it recorded, these appeals are nh bly 
answered —not only by the rich but by the poor themselves. Only jad 
week we recorded the fact that 1,000 members of the East London ()))})op 
Aid Society paid weekly subscriptions of a penny. A penny a we < to 
many of these people is probably a greater sacrifice to them than ar thei» 


annual subscriptions to the wealthier members of the community. Could 
we feel surprised if the poorer Jews, seeing the manner in which so much of 
the wealth of the Misses Cohen was distributed, felt the burden whi) the 
disposition of certain among the rich lays upon their shoulders a ¢ ling 
one? If the better-to-do in the community, or certain of them, would do 
their duty to the full, we should hear less of the struggles of communal 


institutions ; while some of the problems that vex the soul of our pr ple 
would be within measurable distance of settlement. We fear the case 
to which we havereferred reveals an ugly side-light of the extent to « ich 
some wealthy Jews do not do their whole duty to the community ind 
withhold much of the support which it so sadly needs.

We have been assured by 
Mr. Joshua Levy that they were not “actually” prohibited from attending 
by the Haham. Mr. Joseph Nabarro tells us that they are always anxious to 
work hand-in-hand with “Tedesco” Ministers, and Dr. Judah Israel so far 
a8 can make out his wild, whirling “ oratory "—declares that the Mahamad 
would never never think of interfering with their Ministers, even if they so 
lar forsot the duty they owe to their congregations as to refuse to attend a 
Conference at which matters affecting their welfare and the welfare of their 
flock were discussed.

Almost from his first entry 
into polities he was recognised as a forceful being, and although he had cast 
off his Judaism, he never was other than proud of his race ; henever despised 
it and, in consequence, others learnt to respect it in him. It isa pity that 
Mr. Stead should have used such a phrase. He of all men would be the last 
to wish to be thought anti-Semitic. He of all men requires no such 
adventitious aid as an appeal to religious and racial antipathy to give force 
to what he writes upon. 


Perhaps in the same category must be placed some lines which appeared 
a few days ago in the Grimsby News over the signature of County Court Judge 
Sir George Shenston Baker. Writing on the legend which attaches to Candle- 
mas Day—which in the Charch Calendar celebrates the purification of the

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OBITUARY. 
Rabbi L. GORDON, Telsh. 


The death occurred suddenly in London on Satarday of Rabbi L. Gordon, 
the venerable head of the Yeshiba in Telsh, Russia. The premises of the 
Yeshiba had been destroyed by fire, and the Rabbi—known as the Telsher 
Gaon—had come to London with his wife for the purpose of obtaining 
monetary support for the institution, the fame of which had attracted many 
of the most promising Kabbinical students in Russia. As Rabbi of Kovno, 
and especially as Rabbi and Principal of the College at Telsh, he devoted 
most of his powers to the promulgation of Jewish knowledge among a band 
of his immediate disciples, for whose training he made himself personally 
responsible. lle was a great influence and a great foree among the foreign 
Jewrics. He was admired for his acuteness of intellect, for his modesty 
of bearing, and for his unassuming ways. 

The fame he had won, and the respect in which he was held, was made 
manifest throughout the carly part of the week, and reached a climax on 
Tuesday morning, the day of the faneral. Several thousands followed the 
cortege when it passed through the East End, among those present being 
the Chief Rabbi, the Haham, the Revs. Dayans Hyamsm and Feldman, 
Rabbis A. Chaikin, I. Hl. Daiches (Leeds), and Bloch (Birmingham), 
the Rev. N. Lipman, and Mr. Herman Landau. Many shops were closed 
out of respect. The hearse was hrought to Philpot Street at 11.30, 
where it was intended to take the body into the synagogue and deliver 
the funeral orations from the pulpit, as is the practice in the case of 
great Rabbis. But the crowd was so enormous—Philpot Street was filled 
from end to end—that arrangements had to be altered, and the funeral 
orations were delivered from a temporarily erected platf rm in front of the 
synagogue. Several of the Provincial Rabbis. some the pupils of, but 
all of them personally acquainted with the late Rabbi Gordon, delivered 
short addresses in Yiddish, whilst the Rev. De. Gaster. Dayan 
Hyamsoen and Dayan Feldman addressed the multitudes in English. All 
Chevras and East Kad institutions were represented and sent carriages, and 
the procession Was an exceptionally long one. A large number joined the 
funeral procession in the Federation grounds, where the interment took 
place, Dr. Biichler Dr. Daiches, the Rey. H. M. Lazarus and some students 
of the College were present. Funeral orations were again delivered in the 
cemetery previous to the interment by, amongst others. the Ridvas, the 
venerable Rabbi, formerly of Slutzk, Russia, and now on a_ visit 
to London from Safed, Jerusalem, where he now resides, and the Rev. Avigdor 
Chaikin, Rabbi of the Federation. Among the past students of the 
Yesbiba is Professor L. Ginzberg, Professor of Talmud at the New York 
Theological Seminary. The deceased was formerly at the head of the Yeshiba 
in Kovno, and both there and in Telsh he enjoyed a great reputation for his 
erudition and his piety. 


A memorial service, which was largely attended, was held at the Philpot 
Street Synagogue. 

At the Stepney Coroner's Court on Tuesday, an inquest was held on 
Rabbi Gordon. Evidence was tendered to the effect that the deceased had 
been upset by his journey,and Dr. Douglas Kennard, of Spital Square, deposed 
that death was due to heart failure, consequent on asthma and bronchiti. 
The jury returned a verdict in accordance with the medical testimony. 

Efforts are being made in East London on behalf of the widow and the 
orphans of the late Rabbi. Meetings are being held, and it has been arranged 
that next Sunday afternoon “ Hespedim,” i.e., memorial services, shall be 
held simultaneously in all the Kast Kad Synagogues. The appeal has the 
approval of the Chief Rabbi. A collection made at the faneral realised over 
£50 for the Telsher Yeshiba and for the widow. Lord Rothschild has also sent 


£100 for the widow, and £50 was received for the Yeshiba from a member of 
the Montagu family.

M. M. L. LILIENBLUM. Russia. 


The death is announced of M. Moses-Leib Lilienblum, of Odessa, at the 
age of sixty-seven. The deceased was one of the principal founders of the 
Russian Chovevi Zion Association, and a popular Hebrew author. As Dr. 
Pinsker’s Secretary and guiding star in the Odessa Palestine Committee. be 
rendered the greatest services to the national movement. In his early 
youth he was a student of Talmud. He then became an enthusiastie assimi- 
lator, looking to education as being the principal remedy for the Russian 
Jews. After the pogroms of 1881 he became a complete convert to the 
Chovevi Zion ideal, to which he devoted his literary powers. 


Col. C. R. CONDER. | 


The death occurred on Wednesday of Col. C. R. Conder, the well-known 
Palestine Explorer. The deceased became connected at an early age with 
the Palestine Exploration Fund. In 1874 he went out to take the place in 
the survey of Western Palestine of Captain Stewart R.E., who had to retire 
owing to illness. Lieutenant Conder returned to England in September 
1875, having surveyed 41,700 square miles. He brought with him a mass of 
notes, special surveys, observations and drawings, which formed the bulk of 
the material for a work which may be said to have become glassieal, * Tent 
Work in Palestine.” The books and memoirs which he has published on 
Palestine form a library in themselves. In addition to the one already men- 
tioned, he published his“ Heth and Moab,” and his “ Memoirs of the Surveys of 
Western Palestine” in 1883. This was followed in 1890 by his“ Memoirs of the 
Survey of Eastern Palestine,” a work on “ The Bible in the Kast ” in 1896. “ The 
Latin Kingdom of Jerusalem” in 1897, “ The Hittites and their Language "in 
1898, and ** The Rise of Man” in 1908, Besides these must be mentioned his 
“ Handbook to the Bible” in 1879, his “ Primer of Bible Geography” in 1884 
and his “ Palestine,” 1891, which contained in one small volume a handy 
summary ofall that was known of the geography of the country uptodate. His 
most recent work, published only last year, was on the * City of Jerusalem.” 
Colonel Conder was a frequent speaker at Zionist meetings, and showed 
unbounded interest in the regeneration of Palestine and Zionist effort in 
that direction.

What, asks 
Dr. Lomer, are the causes of the superiority of the Jews to the men \' 
Germanic race in these important respects? He replies to this question |) 
pointing out that the Jews are, above everything, a vast united family, \ ho 
stand by one another, and always seek to promote Jewish interests first and 
foremost. Thus a Jewish doctor will always send his patients to ' 
sanatorium kept by a Jew, or a chemist of the Jewish race. A Jewish pro- 
fessor sends his clients to another Jew. Dr. Lomer, who is himself a Gentile, 
professes to be alarmed by the growing influence of the Jews. Asa Teuton, 
he regards their predominant power as a danger to the country and to 
Germanic ideals.

THE CHIEF RABBI AND THE 


COMMERCIAL TREATY WITH PERSIA. 


The Minister of Justice and Public Worship has this week written to the 
Chief Rabbi of Tarkey informing him that the Ottoman Government 1s 
hegotiating with that of Persia for the conclusion of a treaty of commerce, 
and asking him whether he had any recommendations to make on the subject 
of the religious interests of Ottoman Jewish subjects in Persia.

THE PROBLEM OF JEWISH IMMIGRATION. 


The Sedai Mi let, one of the organs of the Opposition, published in the 
capital, recently printed a violent attack on the Committee of Union and 


rogress, reproaching it for unwarrantable interference in 


the affairs of 
State. 


As a proof of ths assertion the paper referred to the explanations 
which it alleged had been furnished by the young Turkish leader De. Nasim 
Bey, to M. Piehon, the French Minister for Foreign Affairs in reference to 
the intention of the Committee to settle “‘several million Jews” in 
Macedonia. That this statement should have been used for the purpose of 
an attack on the Committee indicates that Opposition circles are opposed to 
the settlement referred to and believe that by commenting upon that 
project they can make capital against the Committee. The consequences of 
the article show that the paper reckoned wisely in taking up the attitude 
it did. The anthorities immesiately forced the paper to deny that Dr. 
Nasim Bey had made the explanation referred to, and to state that the 
references to a proposed Jewish settlioment in Macedonia were devoid of 
tl foundation. There is no doubt that this dementi itself exceeds the 
boundaries of strict accuracy iInasmoch asa few weeks ago, and on several 
oceasions previously, Dr. Nasim Bey unfolded some such project. He was 
eygoli@it in an jew which he accorded to a representative of 
the Journal de Salenique in which he outlined a gigantic scheme for settling 
a million Mohammedians and 200,000 Jews in Macedonia. The sweeping 
denial ean therefore only mean that the young Turkish leader, apparently 
owing to the fear of adverse public opinion, is not so enthusiastically in love 
with his scheme as he formerly was. Moreover the Osmanische Lloyd states 
to-day that a Greek-Bulgarian Committee has been formed in Macedonia to 
prevent the settlement of alien colonists in the province with all the means 
at its disposal, It is also rumoured that the Committee. has resolved to 
remove the au hor of the plan, Nasim Bey, “ out of the way.” These reports 
mavormay not be ex:ggeerated, but they Justify those Jewish critics who 
uttered warnings against the proposal to locate a Jewish settlement in 
\lIacedonia inasmuch as the strong national prejadices of the local popula- 
tion would make the environment too precarious for the Jews and might 
lead to serious outbreaks. Dr. Nasim Bey stated in his interview that the 
“lea had been in negotiation with him in regard to the transplantation of 
several Roamanian families to the part suggested, bat in view of the new 
situation that has arisen, the Association would do well to reconsider the 
matter. Dr. Nasim Bey has arrived in the capital and it is believed that 
this matter is the main purport of his visit. 
SALONICA, February 11. 

The municipal elections take place next week. The municipal council, 
consisting of twelve members, at present comprises three Jews, MM. Joseph 
Naar, M. Assaél and Isaac Botton. The council is changed entirely every 
four years, and half is elected every two years. M. Assaél is retiring at 
this eleetion. In view of the numbers of. Jewish tax-payers, three other 
Jews should by right be elected, but in view of differences in the Jewish 
community, it is to be feared that not one will be elected.

The Council of State has just approved the statutes of an essentially

Great pressure was recently brought to bear on Chief Rabbi Jacob Meir by 
his colleagues to take steps against the editor of a Jewish journal published 
here under the title Kirbatch, which had printed some articles of a strong 
anti-religious tendency. At first, the Chief Rabbi demurred, but after three 
deputations had waited on him, he made representations, and the paper has 
since made the amende honorable.

THE RE-OPENING OF THE DUMA. 

The anti-Semites have again brought the Duma face to face with the 
Jewish problem. The first question the Legislative Chamber was called upon 
to deal with was the Octobrist proposal for regulating admission to higher 
educational institutions, which is in a hopeless state. The matter is of 
special interest to the Jews. At present the local authorities have almost 
a free hand in selecting the candidates for admission, and, whenever they 
think it fit, they disregard the existing percentage norm altogether. In 


spite of the repeated declarations to the effect that the restric- 
tions in force in the male educational institutions against Jews 
do not hold good in the case of female schools, there are still 


places where the admission of Jewesses to secondary schools is 
limited. The Centre, supported by the Left, adopted. a resolution in 
favour of introducing a more regular system of admission of students, and 
disregarded the protests of the representatives of the Ministry of Education 
and of M. Timoshkin, who told the Duma that the Jews were already in 
possession .of the Universities, to the exclusion of the Russians. A scene 
followed when the Legislative (Chamber had to dispose of the question 
whether Jews could or could not act as judges in Russia. Thirty deputies 
handed a petition to the Chair that the resviution prohibiting our 
coreligionists to fulfil the duties of justices of the peace should not be 
discussed, The Ovctobrists were in favour of negativing the amendment. 
The Centre was very unwilling to indulge in a discussion of the knotty 
Jewish problem on a purely sentimental question, as Jews are not likely to 
be appointed justices. This manceuvre was apparent on the Real Russian 
benches, who, encouraged by the fact that their own Vice-President, Prince 
Volkonsky, presided, decided to frustrate the tactics of the Octobrists. 
“In vain,” declared M. Markoff,“ are you trying to avoid the Jewish ques- 
tion. Sooner or later it will have to be presented here in its broad aspect. 
I openly declare that the Russians do not wish to see Jews as judges, 
whereas you are demonstrating your fear of the parasitic tribe.” At that 
juncture M. Markoff was interrapted by the Chair and called to order, an 
action which the speaker least expected from a Real Russian Vice-Presi- 
dent. He coolly turned round to the House and began to offer his 
congratulations to the members on their acquirement of a“ Zidovsky Chair- 
man,” for which he was excluded from the Duma for fifteen sittings. On his 
departure, M. Timoshkin led the opposition against the Octobrists and Left. 
After a speech by M. Freedman, in which he replied to the various anti- 
Semitic critics, the motion for prohibiting Jews to act as justices of the 
peace was defeated. At a subsequent sitting the Real Russians again 
proposed that the lists of the candidates for the posts of jadges should only 
include Christians. That motion, too, was lost by 127 votes against 61. 

The new session promises to be veryeventful. Although M. Niselovitch 
has not yet returned to the Taurida Palace to present his Bill for the 
abolition of the Pale, it is confidently expected that he will soon recover 
from his illness and submit the measure to the House. M. Freedman, too, is 
very enthusiastic about the Bill, the introduction of which he regards as 
imperative, irrespective of its chances. The Extreme Right and Moderate 
bloc, on the other hand, are making active preparations to deal with the 
exclusion of Jews from the Army at the secret sitting for the military 
estimates, which will take place very shortly. Although the bloc possesses 
a few members not only opposed to further restrictions against Jews, but 
even in favour of a few relaxations, the Nationalist section has succeeded in 
forcing the entire group to approve of a programme, which expressly binds 
every member to fight against Jewish liberties. The Advisory Committee 
to the Jewish deputies at St. Petersburg is being dissolved, in view of the 
election of a representative Council of the Russian Jews, who will in future 
direct the work of the Jewish deputies. 


A REAL RUSSIAN INTERPELLATION, 

The Real Russian Press is demanding of the representatives of the 
Union in the Duma that they should interpellate the Government on the 
dangers of the Rabbinical Commission and Conference, which, according to 
the anti-Semites, are endeavouring to establish Jewish national autonomy 
in Russia, in conjunction with the assemblies held by the Jews at Hamburg 
and Kovno. 

JEWS AND LAND PROPERTY. 

The gratitude of the Russian Government to the Jewish soldiers, who 
endangered their lives for their fatherland, has been illustrated in more 
than one way. During the war the children of such soldiers were granted 
the right of unrestricted admission to secondary schools, a privilege which 
was afterwards withdrawn from them. After the war, the Jewish soldiers 
who took part in the campaign received permission to reside in all parts of 
the Empire. The local authorities have, however, long since abolished that 
relaxation ; and, though the Senate still regards the order as intact, it, too, 
has declared that it does not extend to the Jewish volunteers who defended 
Port Arthur. But by far the most striking blow has been administered to 
the retired soldiers, who were permitted to form the colony of Noder-Tov 
(near Cherson). The Agrarian Commission has now declared in favour of 
taking away the land from the Jewish colonists. 

On the whole, there seems to exist a great desire among the Jews to 
regulate the question of their right to lease land in the villages and suburbs. 
The Duma Committee has declared against granting our brethren that right. 
The problem will, however, shortly be discussed in the plenary sitting of the 
Duma. Meanwhile, forty-five Jewish families, who settled at Rasavi (near 
Kieff) a long time ago and built houses there, have been ordered to leave. 


THE BOKHARA JEWS. 


In reply to the petitions presented by the Chief Rabbi of the Bokhara 
Jews from the Moscow merchants and peasants, the Government has per- 
mitted three thousand members of his community to remain in Central Asia 
until their naturalisation question is decided upon. 


SHECHITA IN FINLAND. 


The Senate has definitely declined to permit Shechita in Finland. The 
decision of the rulers of the Principality caused great surprise everywhere, 
coming, as it does, at a moment when their country is sadly in need of 
European support against the growing danger of Russian annexation. The 
number of Jewish exiles from Finland is continually increasing.

It is Mr. Williams’ attitade, it will be recalled, that has changed almost 
completely the spirit in which immigrants are received at this port, together 
with the routine of their examination, Since May of last year, when Mr. 
Williams was appointed to the post, there has been a great deal of debate 
and discussion regarding the manner in which he administrates the law. 
The fact that Mr. Williams addressed the Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant 
Aid Society, with which he has had numerous differences, is noteworthy. 
He said little that had any direct bearing on the questions uppermost in the 
minds of his audience the questions regarding aliens likely to become 
public charges, and those of poor physique. He simply urged prompt 
Americanisation of the foreigner. At the instance of Mr. Jacob H. Schiff, 
the audience rose when Mr. Williams ascended the platform. This action on 
the part of Mr. Schiff has caused some comment in the Jewish dailies here. 

Mr. Schiff again expressed his solicitude regarding the large number of 


/ Jews in the Eastern cities of the United States, and urged wide distribution. 


This expression of his fears before so staunch a restrictionist as the Com- 
missioner, it is asserted, was searcely diplomatic on the part of the great 
philanthropist, however strongly he might feel on this subject. 

Mr. Abram |. Elkus who, it will be recalled, was the co-adjutor of Mr. 
Max J. Kohler in the legal proecedings against Commissioner Williams, last 
summer, suggested that the present stringent administration of the law was 
illegal, because all lawa should be enforced reasonably and not strictly. 
There was also expressed the conviction that there existed at Ellis Island 
a subtle discrimination against Russian Jewish immigrants. Mr. Elkus had 
made similar remarks, but more forcibly, at a meeting of the Educational 
Alliance on January 16th, a week before. At that meeting Mr. Edward 
Lauterbach, President of the National Liberal Immigration League, spoke in 
strong terms against the narrow-minded policy of the Junior Order of United 
American Mechanics, a large fraternal organisation, which advocated 
restriction almost to the point of absolate exclusion, Mr. Lauterbach also 
said: “Unless the most earnest efforts are put forth, there will probably 
be enacted into law a Bill far more restrictive than any that has ever been 
passed —a Bill with provisions such as the Hayes Bill, which would not only 
be restricting immigration, but tantamount to abolishing it.” 

Another event of interest was the appearance, before the Federal Immi- 
gration Commission, which is studying the subject, of Judge Julian W. Mack, 
for the American-Jewish Committee, and Mr. Simon Wolf, for the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations and the Independent Order B'nai B'rith. 
Judge Mack pleaded for the free admission of Russian Jews who, rather 
than end their sufferings in Russia by becoming converts to Mie Greek 
Catholic Charch, leave their homes and come here to start life anew. “ From 
the standpoint of any nation,” Judge Mack said, “it seems to me it is a 
highly desirable addition to get people who will sacrifice everything for a 
principle; and that is what these people are doing. The Russian Jews who 
nine-tenths of them; ninety-nine-hundredths of them 

would infmitely rather stay in Russia . . and it is only the 
miserable religious oppression which drives a great many of them out.’ 


Speaking of the stringent medical examination now in vogue on Ellis Island, 


Judge Mack said :— 

if we are admitting people solely from the standpoint of the ability to do only 
our hardest manual labour, there would be justification in excluding people of that 
kind (the physically deficient.) if we are admitting people because we believe that 
they bring into American life elements which are going to be helpful to American 
life. then we are not justified in imposing any such bar as physical deficiency unless 
it be such physical deficiency as to make a man a real defective or a real degenerate. 

Judge Mack also pointed out the grave unwisdom of leaving so important 
a question as an alien's liability to become a public charge to be decided by 
a petty immigration official; and urged a clearer definition of the phrase 


“likely to become a public charge.” 


This hearing before the Immigration Commission becomes all the more 
significant in the light of the numerous Bills touching the subject of immigra- 
tion, which are being introduced in Congress. The most obnoxious of all is 
the Haves Bill, introduced by a Congressman from California. It provides 
for an inerease of the head-tax to 10 dols.; the rejection of all persons 
above sixteen years of age unable to read English or some other language ; 
the rejection of all those not possessing at the time of their arrival a certain 
sum of monevy—30 dols. for males and single females, and 25 dols. for married 
women ; it also makes the decisions of the Commissioners at the various 
ports final, where, at present, thereis an appeal to the Secretary of Commerce 
and Labour: and finally it provides for permits of residence fer all aliens. 
Directly contrary in spirit is the resolution introduced by Mr. William 
Sulzer, one of the New York Congressmen, which provides that “ families 
hereafter arriving in the United States be admitted and not separated 
through the inadmissibility of one or more members, providing said member 
or members be not suffering from a loathsome or contagious disease.” 

THE JEWISH RACE AND THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT, 

Two questions regarding the Jewish race in its relation to the machinery 
of the various departments of the Government, have recently come up. At 
the hearing before the Immigration Commission, referred to above, both 
Judge Mack and Mr. Wolf—especially the latter—asked that “ Hebrew be 
eliminated from the list of races, under which all incoming aliens were 
classified. They declared that the Jews were not a race but merely a 
religious community. This declaration has caused quite a deal of comment 
pro and con. ; 

The question of the racial status of the Jews has also come up in con- 
nection with the naturalisation of aliens. The law allows the privilege of 
naturalisation to “free white persons” only. According to a recent 
decision of one of the officials of the Department of Commerce and Labour, 
Asiaties are not “free white persons.” It is in view of this decision that 
some Jewish leaders are very anxious to have the J ews recognised not as a 
race, but merely as a religious sect, for, it is feared, by them were naturali- 
sation withheld from Asiaties, and were the Jews recognised as a race, they 
might ultimately fall under the designation of Asiatics, and there would be 
the startling development of the denial of the right of citizenship to all 
Jews. In the light of these facts, a decision recently rendered by Judge 
Lowell, is extremely interesting, and has been given much attention in Jewish 
cireles. Judge Lowell refers specifically to the Jews as an Asiatic people 
which has, through the changes of history, assumed a different character. 
Nevertheless, the parallel between those now designated as Asiatics and 
the Jewish people has aroused considerable anxiety, especially among 
those Jewish representatives who had for other reasons, known and unknown 
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previously contended that the Jews are no longer a 
nationality. 

Four Armenians applied for naturalisation papers, were examined, and 
were shown to be duly qualified for citizenship, except for the objection 
made by the department of commerce and labour on the ground that the appli- 
cants were not “free white people” within the purview of the statute 
relating to naturalisation, being of the Asiatic type. 

The Government took the broad view that all Asiatics were ineligible 
for citizenship, as they were not free white people. The question was raised 
for the first time, and was regarded as so important by the judge that he 
called upon two prominent members of the Bar, as friends of the court, to 
file briefs in support of the petitions of the four men named. The district 
attorney's office filed a brief in opposition to the naturalisation of the 
applicants. 

The United States contendedl that the words “ white persons” should 
be construed to mean Europeans and persons of European descent; that a 
person must be of the European race. It further contended that there was 
an Asiatic or yellow race to which substantially all Asiaties belong, 
including these petitioners, though it furnished no authority to support 
that theory by reference to history, to ethnological theory, either ancient or 
modern, or to physical appearanee, The Government had argued that a 
Syrian or Turk would be -assigned to the vellow race. It accepted the 
Hebrew, whose origin is Asiatic—an exception that the jadge regarded as 
extraordinary, in view of the theory of the Government. 

The case has been under consideration for several weeks. The Armenians 
throughout the country were greatly interested in the question before the 
Court. 

The judge finds that there is no Earopean or white race, as the United 
States contends, and no Asiatic or yellow race which includes substantially 
all the people of Asia; that the mixture of races in Western Asia for the last 
twenty-live centuries raises doubt if its individual inhabitants can be 
classified by race; that if the ordinary classification is; nevertheless, 
followed, Armenians have always been reckoned as Caucasians and white 
persons ; that the outlook of their civilisation has been toward Europe. 

The Court further finds that the word “ white ” has generally been used 
in the federal and in the state statutes, in the publications of the United 
States, and in its classification of its inhabitants, to include all persons not 
otherwise classified ; that Armenians, as well as Syrians and Tarks, bave 
been freely naturalised in this Court until now, although the statutes in this 
respect have stood substantially unchanged since the first congress; that 
the word “ white” as used in the statutes, publications and classifications 
referred to, though its meaning has been narrowed so as to exclude Chinese 
and Japanese in some instances, yet still includes Armenians. His Honour 
says that Congress may amend the statutes in this respect. He says that to 
provide more specifically what persons may be admitted to citizenship seems 
desirable. “While the statutes are unchanged,” he says, “ without proof, 
if proof be admissible, that the meaning of the word ‘ white’ has been still 
further narrowed, this court will not deny citizenship by reason of their 
colour to aliens, who, like the Armenians, have hitherto been granted it.” 


The judge quotes various definitions of the word “ race.” His Honour 
says :— 


race nor a distinet 


If we do not speak generally of an Asiatic or yellow race, which includes sub- 
stantially all the aboriginal peoples of Asia, the difficulty is greater in applying this 
name to the present inhabitants of the western Asia, and the eastern shores of the 
Mediterranean. The history of that country is known to us for 2.500 years, and nearly 
every people of Europe and Asia has inhabited it in whole or in part. 


His Honour treats the question historically to support the view just 
expressed, and then continues :— 


To its classification by Europeans and Asiatic races the United States made an 
extraordinary exception, viz., the Hebrews. Their history is known for a long period. 
While absolute purity of blood is out of the question, they have sought with unusual 
strictness to maintain that purity for 2,000 years at the least. Notwithstanding the 
opinions of Professor Ripley and others, both Hebrew history and an approximation 
to general type show that the Hebrews are a true race,if a true race can be found 
widely distributed for many centuries. Their origin is Asiatic. Yet the United 
States admits that they do not belong tothe,” Asiatic or yellow race,” and,that they 
should be admitted to citizenship. If the aboriginal peoples of Asia are excluded 
from naturalisation, as urged by the United States, it is hard to find a loophole for 
admitting the Hebrew. It is misleading, therefore, to speak of a European race, of 
a European or white race to which substantially all inhabitants of Europe belong, 
or of an Asiatic race, of an Asiatic or yellow race which includes substantially all 
Asiatics. If, however, notwithstanding these considerations, we are compelled by 
Statute to classify for the purpose of American naturalisation every man living on 
the earth as a member of some one race, we shall find that the Armenians have 
always been classified in the white or Caucasian race, and not in the yellow or Mon- 
golian. For all these reasons the Armenians are not to be excluded from naturalisation 
by reason of their race. So far as the test by race is applicable, they are to be 
classified as Caucasian or white, while the Finns by ethnological theory. and the 
Magyars by their known history, are deemed to belong to the Mongolian or yellow race. 


THE JEWISH CHUATAUQUA SOCIETY. 

The mid-winter session of the Board of Directors of the Jewish 
Chautauqua Society was held recently in Philadelphia, with the largest 
attendance of the Board for many years past. Representatives were present 
from Chicago, Washington, Baltimore, New York and Philadelphia. The 
remarkable growth of the society was shown in the reports of all the 
Committees and the elaborate statistics prepared by the Field Secretary, 
Miss Jeannette M. Goldberg, and the Home Secretary, Mr. Charles Edwin 
Fox. Miss Goldberg's report, as presented to the Board, shows that she has 
so far this season traversed an enormous area in the propaganda work of 
the Society. In all the communities she visited she was accorded a most 
enthusiastic reception. In several of them, in addition to organising active 
Circles of the Chautauqua Society, sbe was instrumental in organising 
Congregations and securing their enrolment in the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations. 

Chancellor Berkowitz presented data to show the immense distribution 
of books that the society had made during the past year. So widespread had 
been the demand for the society's Course Books that it was compelled during 
the past two months to issue a third edition of Professor Gottheil’s History 
Course and a second edition of Rabbi Henry Levi's Course on “ The Jew in 
English Fiction.” In addition, the society has assisted so materially in the 
sale of the Rev. Morris Joseph's book on “Judaism as Creed and Life” that 
a me edition had been exhausted and a second one had just been issued in 

ondaon. 

Mr. Julius Weil, of Philadelphia, Chairman of the Committee of Summer 
Schools of the South, reported that Professor Claxton, the head of this well- 
known institution, had visited Philadelphia in December to request the 
society to continue, at next summer's sessions, its course on Jewish topics 
which were inaugurated at last summer's sessions, and to increase the 
number and scope of those courses. Professor Claxton stated to the Com- 
mittee that the work done by the Chautauqua Society at the 1909 sessions of 
the Summer Schools of the South had been invaluable in conveying to the 
thousands of secular school teachers who attended these sessions a compre- 
hensive idea of Jewish matters. The summer sessions will be held at 
Detroit from July 17th to the 23rd. Mr. Frank Newburger, of Philadelphia,

Memorial Dr. UMANSKI read the report, in which, he said, a large 
Hospital. demand was made for admittance, and many, he regretted, had 


to be refused, a fact that proved the necessity for the extension 
of the accommodation of the hospital. The institution had increased the 
number of beds to ten ; it had been provided with an operating theatre, and 
had two wards, one for men and the other for women. There was an income 
of £706, including annual subscription by Councillor Moser of £250, annual 
subscriptions £113, weekly collections £112, donations £92 and grant from 
the Leeds Jewish Sick Society (Bikur Cholim). 

Councillor Moser, in reply to various questions, said that nowhere were 
the patients better treated than at the Jewish Hospital, and he could prove 
that from the innumerable letters which had been received from ex-patients 
eulogising both the medical officers and the satisfactory way in which they 
were treated. As to the Bikar Cholim contribation, he would like to see 
all the Jewish charitable institutions amalgamated. He was pleased to find 
many of those who hitherto opposed the Hospital to be among its present 
supporters, and to see an increase in the financial support. He promised to 
submit a scheme for the establishment of the Hospital on a permanent basis, 
on his return from Palestine in May. He was delighted to see an attempt 
made to co-ordinate the charities, and was pleased to hear of the formation 
of a Charity Council. He thanked the staff, and particalarly Dr. Umanski, 
for their splendid services. Mr. J. NATHAN, Mr. J. ConEN, Mrs. COHEN, the 
Rev. M. ABRAHAMS and Mr. L. Goodman having spoken, Dr. CAPLAN and Mr. 
L. ZOSSENHEIM moved the re-election of the officers, which was agreed to. 
The annual meeting was held on Sunday, at the Jewish 
Institute, Mr. Victor LIGHTMAN, J.P., presiding.

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UNION OF JEWISH WOMEN. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


A RECORD OF PROGRESS. 
The annual meeting of the Union of Jewish Women was held on Tuesday 
at the Wharncliffe Rooms. There was a record attendance of members. 
Mrs. LEONARD B. FRANKLIN moved the re-election of the Hon. Officers and 
Committee. 


Mrs. LANGENBACH seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously. 
THE YEAR’S WRK. 


Mrs. N. L. COWEN, in giving a resume of the year’s work, reminded the 
meeting that the main object of the Union was to help their fellow-Jewesses 
allover the world to become, as far as possible, 
self-helpful, to train and to use their powers to 
the very best advantage to earn'their living, and 
ty» hold out the friendly hand to coreligionists 
all over the world Mrs. Cecil Henriques, the 
kind and vigilant accountant of the Loan Training 
Fund, had prepareda report of the purt that fund 
played in furthering their efforts. When ladies 
had been trained, the Union did its best to find 
work for them. The Union's Evuiplovyment Exchange 
for Jewish girls had been at work for the last 
nine years. During 1909, posts had been found 
lor twenty-five secretarial clerks, nineteen matrons 
and companions, twenty-five governesses, eight 
trained nurses, one hospital almoner; forty-tive 
miscellaneous posts had been filled and thirty 
applicants had been put in training. Out of 431 
applicants, 153 had been found cmployment, a 
higher proportion than that which vubtained in 
other agencies with which she was acquainted. 
She wished to say a word about trained nurses. 
Formerly, the prevalent idea that Jewesases had 
neither the temperament nor the aptitude for hospital work, added to the 
excellent bat exceptional Jewish dietary laws and the seventh-day Sabbath, 
made Joe wesses besitate to enter the gracious profession of scientific nursing. 
But all thst wa< now ehanged. Not only were Jewish nurses welcome at 
every hospital and teaining-home for nurses, bat the multiplication of Jewish 
institutions bud made a real demand for cultured Jewish women in that 
profession, wemen capable of undertaking the duties of matrons, sub- 
matrons, and nur-es in Jewish convalescent homes, orphan asylums, resi- 
dential sch ols. incurable homes, and for the large amount of maternity and 
distriet work in London and other large towns. Two nurses whom the Union 
had placed in training at the London Hospital last vear were doing well. One 


of the most satisfactory things which the Union did last year was to recom- 
mend a lady for the post of 


JEWISH ALMONER TO THE LONDON HOSPITAL. 
In company with Mrs. A. Q. Henriques, she had recently visited the 
Hospital, and heard most gratifying accounts of the Almoner’s useful work. 
The institution of almoners at the London Hospital had given a great 
impetus to the work of the East End Braneh of the Invalid Children’s 
Aid Association, with the result that many more workers were needed in the 


East End, particularly in Poplar. Mrs. Davis, the head of the Poplar 
Branch of the Union, had been put in touch with the Association, 
and had enlisted new helpers. The function of almoners was a 


more or less new development of work—paid, but essentially philanthropic. 
The word * almoner ” was a misnomer, for the work of an almoner was pot to 
give alms but to advise the out-patients of the Hospital how to carry out the 
doctor's orders, to find out if they could do so unaided, or, if help were indis- 
pensable, to invoke that help. Miss Halford, the Secretary, would be glad to 
give information regarding the Invalid Aid Work. In this connection she 
had to mention a very pleasant and gratifying item of statistics. They had 
enlisted 
NEW HONORARY WorRKERS 

last year. She hoped that the current year would bring them many more. 
The Union was constantly looking oat for new lines of activity for those 
needing paid employment, and the Committce kept themselves informed 
about all likely spheres of work. The Union had placed two ladies in 
training as Matrons, one at Berridge House, the new College for Matrons, 
and one at the Domestic Training Home. One of these ladies had been 
engaged as Sub-Matron at the Jewish Girls’ Industrial School. The past 
year had been marked by four instances of girls being entrusted to the 
care of the Union to be placed in training at the cost of kind philanthropists, 
who had provided the necessary funds, and left to the Union the entire 
responsibility of selecting and supervising the training and looking after 
their protegées. Members of the Committee had rendered invaluable 
assistance in this anxious work by acting as case-guardian. That was 
what they were called, but she often felt inclined to call them guardian 
angels, as she watched their devoted work and the gratifying results 
achieved, The heart-breaking part of their work was 


DEALING WITH THE UNTRAINED, 
with ladies who found themselves, perhaps, at middle-age, obliged to earn 
their living and quite uotrained for any special avocation, and who came to 
the Union to find them means of earning their livelihood. For some of these 
traly pitiable cases, aid fromthe compassionate fund was the only possible 
form of help. They were sometimes able to place one or two as companions, 
or attendants to old and infirm people, or to do some stray temporary piece 
of work. She hoped that if work of this kind cropped up members would 
communicate with the Secretary. She turned to another aspect of the 
Union, as a link between Jewesses all over the world. The home of the 
Jewish race was every land under the sun. That being so, the Union, in 
order to fulfil its role, must be in touch with many lands—as many as possible. 
A member of the Committee, Miss Bella Lowy, who wasspending some months 
in Austria and Hangary, had expanded their connection with Vienna from one 
correspondent toa branch with many members, and had also founded a branch at 
Buda-Pesth. They had also new correspondents in Great Britain at Burton-on- 
Trent and Tredegar, in Algeria (at Constantine), at Milan. and at Quebec 
and Toronto in Canada, and St. Kilda in Australia. For some 
years the Union had had at the office a list of books of Jewish interest, 
classified as suitable for children, for young students and for older students. 
Copies of this list were sent free to any member who applied for them. 
They also had a bound collection of the syllabuses of all the courses of 
study issued by the Jewish Study Society, comprising lists of the books 


recommended for each course. Parents would find these very usef,| ia bee.

THE UNION AND THE EDUCATION AID SOCIETY. 

Miss Puaeneg GREEN spoke on the work performed by the Union i) con- 
junction with the Education Aid Society. She referred to the Contecrence 
held two years ago, by which the work of the two bodies had been 
co-ordinated. Now all applications from artists were referred to the Educa 
tion Aid Society after a preliminary investigation. Connection was kept 
with the students by the appointment of case-guardians, who superintended 
their personal development, helping the students in various ways, w'iile 
their technical education was proceeding. Of the five stadents transferred 
under the new arrangement three had already repaid all the money advanced 
to them, and one, a vocalist, had given the Union a donation. Help ws 
wanted in the supply of new-case guardians. 


WHAT THE UNION DOES NOT DO.

How can he expound the word of God to his congregants if 
he is ignorant of that vast and deep ocean—the Talmud ? iI cannot imagine 
a dryer and more useless sermon than that which contains no mention of 
some Talmudic quotation. Preachers of all denominations have recognised this, 
and many Christian clergymen devote much time to Rabbinic education. 
Is it not disgraceful that, as the Rev. J. Abelson wisely remarks, it should be 
left to non-Jews to admire what we ourselves despise in our Jewish literature ? 

The Jews of Russia, Poland, Galicia and Austria are to the present day 
models of Jewish learning and Jewish orthodoxy. Is it not a fact that 
the religious element in those countries and to a great extent even in 
this country —is kept alive by the rabbis who have spent many years in 
mastering a sound knowledge of O'PO1B) OY? Was the late Rabbi 
Isaac Elehanan, of Kovno, unintelligent because he knew too much 
Rabbinies? Was the entire Jewish world eccentric for having styled him 
P29 "33 2D PL’ 7359 (* Rabbi of all the children of exile") on account of his 
intense knowledge of Rabbinic literature? Mr. Jessel, who is privileged to 
have the initials KC, after his name, is certainly a man of law, but his know- 
le lore of Jewish law, itty ibbinie, is. ] venture to say, very small. 30 


small, in fact, that 1 do not believe he has any right to express criticism, 
nay, east ridicule, upon that branch of Jewish learning. the Talmad, 
and upon those who know it.

Il have never heard 
anvthing more ridicalous, and what makes it more ludicrous is the fact that 
this argument comes froma K.C., who must have spent vears in 
studying law. Ido not believe, however, that Mr. Jossel Was Serious when 
he made that statement at the Council meeting, for he belittles his own pro- 
fession. According ta his arvument, a solicitor who has only Aa superficial 
knowledge of law could more intelligently and with greater success defend 
aclient in Court than a learned k C., 

That the average student of Jews’ College, when he enters the ministry, 
is not overloaded with Rabbinie erudition | need hardly mention. Your 
correspondent, the Rev. Jd. Abelson, has safliciently referred to that point. 
The fault with Jews’ College is not that it imparts too much rabbinies to its 
students. Would that were the case, for then the Anvlo-Jewish Minister 
would be more esteemed by his congregants, and his words would carry 
more weight. The fault with Jews’.College is that whilst the students 
are being overworked with secular subjects, which of course are 
necessary, the chief branch of Jewtsh learning, Kabbinics, receives very little 
attention. The provincial congregations, as Mr. Abelson points out, consist 
mostly of foreign Jews, and nothing is more hateful to the foreign Jew than 
an English Minister. The foreign Jew will not appreciate even an eflicien

Asarule, only the Minister who, besides 
his English sermons, can deliver a sermon in Yiddish and show that he has a 
good knowledge of the Talmud and Rabbinic literature, can gain the respect 
of his congregants. (I refer, of course, to Provincial Ministers.) And such 
Ministers, | venture to say, Jews’ College has not yet produced. 

Mr. Jessel laments that the Ministers do not possess considerable 
knowledge of the New Testament, and that they cannot write books on the 
Synoptic Gospels. There is certainly no harm in a Minister knowing the 
New Testament. But is the average Jewish Minister so well versed in 
the Old Testament as to find time for studying the New? Besides, Jewish 
Ministers are for Jewish congregations, and no congregation, | am sure, 
would take pride in their Minister because he possesses considerable 
knowledge of the New Testament. Fancy a candidate for the position of 
Jewish Minister mentioning among his qualifications, “I possess a sound 
knowledge of the New Testament!” No congregation nor any individual 
would entrust the religious tuition of children into the hands of such a 
man. Let the Minister know our Bible thoroughly, let him have a sound 
knowledge of the Shulchan Aruch, and he will be sufliciently equipped for the 
position he occupies.

WEST HAM (ASSOCIATE) SYNAGOGUE.—The annual meeting was held 
last Sunday at the temporary synagogue, Mr. 8S. Weber, Warden-President in 
the chair, The annual report states that the synagogue is making good pro- 
gress, and that the surplus over expenditure was £210. The Building Com- 
mittee, of which Mr.J. N. Joseph is the Chairman, and Mr. Samuel Moses, M.A., 
the Treasurer, issued an appeal to the community in March last, but the 
resul§ was not to their satisfaction. The total amount in hand and promised,

Of the two candidates who 
presented themselves the Rev. Harris Lazarus, B.A. passed in all subjects and was, 
by a unanimous resolution of the examiners, recommended to the President of the 
College as competent for the Diploma of Rabbi. The othercandidate only passed in 
the written examination but failed to satisfy the examiners in both parts of the oral 


examination viz., in Talmud and in Shulchan Aruch. By three votes out o! tour 
the examiners resolved to reject the other candidate.

The Rey. A. A. GREEN complained of the fact that the examination had 
been conducted under circumstances of undue publicity, which he thought 
was not fair to the unsuccessful candidate. The students and pupils o! ‘he 
College knew who the candidates were. He suggested that in fature the 
examination should either be held away from the College, or at a time when 
it was not in session. 

The Cuter RAbBI said he greatly regretted that the name of the unsuc- 
cessful candidate had become known.

The ordinary 
revenue, therefore, fell short of the ordinary expenditure, after 
the overdraft on the bank, at the beginning of 1909, had (wn 
taken into account, by no less a sum than £528.

THE PROPOSED REFORMS. 


[Communicated.] 
The adjourned special general meeting of members of the West London 


Synagogue last Sunday, was very well attended. Sir Purmir Macnus, M.P., 


Chairman of the Council, presided. 

After some discussion, in which Messrs. Felix Rosenheim, Lionel Léwy, 
Herbert G. Lousada, Sir Harry S. Samuel, M.P.. Messrs. Ernest D. Lowy, 
Philip F. Phillips, H. 8. Q. Henriques, D. Q. Henriques, Philip S. Waley, 
Lionel W. Harris, Julian:(. Henriques, Arthur R. Moro, Laurie Magnus, 
Oswald J. Simon, Ralph Q. Henriques, Lt.-Col. Cecil Q. Henriques, Messrs. 
Arthur Stiebel, Percy E. Davis, J. M.Ansell, and Harry R. Lewis took part, the 
following amendments were accepted, and adopted in place of the original 
proposals :— 

1. That a Committee be appointed to confer with the Ministers and to 
report to the members on the following proposals, the desirability of which 
is hereby aflirmed :

‘b> The curtailment of the ordinary Sabbath Morning Service so that its 
duration shall be approximately oneanda half hours; and the alteration 
. time so that the hour of commencement of such services shal! be 

a.tn. 

2. That the Committee shall consist of the Chairman of the Council, 
Lt.-Col. Cecil Y. Henriques, and Messrs. David ©. Henriques, Herbert G, 
Lousada, Ernest D. Lowy, Oswald J. Simon and Philip S. Waley. 

4. That this meeting, being of opinion that the seating of men and 
women together might tend to increase the attendance of members.at the 
Sabbath services, and recognising that such a change is in accordance with 
the wishes of a certain number of members and would involve no infraction 
of the Mosaic Law, requests the Council to consider and to report to the 
members on the desirability and feasibility of introducing the said change. 

A hearty vote of thanks to the Chairman, proposed by Mr. A. J. WALEY 
and seconded by Major H. B. Lewis-BARNED, concluded the proceedings.

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THE ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION. 


YO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—In your issue of December 17th, [ had occasion to point out that 
according to the official report in Die Welt, the English Zionist Federation 
had withheld no less than 40 per cent. of the Shekel monies received 
by them, for their own purposes. My statement was met by a flat 
denial on the part of the Secretary of the Federation. I have only 
just now been able to obtain a copy of the Annual Financial State- 
ment of the Federation, which was submitted and adopted at. the 
Conference held a fortnight ago, and I find in the account headed 
“Actions Committee in account with the English Zionist Federation 
for Shekolim”™ that £291 6s. was received and only £180 2s. remitted to the 
Actions Committee, leaving a sum of £111 4s. or 40 per cent. withheld by the 
Federation. Your readers will now be able to jadge what the denials on the 
part of the Federation officials are worth. 

There are one or two other items in this financial statement which 
deserve a wider publicity in order to give the general Zionist public an 
opportunity of knowing how the Federation deals with Zionist monies which 
secieties or individuals are so shortsighted to send to them instead of directly 
to the Jewish Colonial Trust. We thus find an item of £18 1d. received 
for the National Fund of which no less a sum than £15 0s. 7d. has been with- 
held for Federation expenses, in spite of the strong disapproval, I am 
informed on good authority, of the Head Office of the National Fund as well 
as the Commission for England. Then asum of £28 10s. 6d. was received for 
the Olive Tree Fund, of which only £25 13s. 7d. was remitted, £2 17s. being 
withheld by the Federation. It is important too to notice that the total sum 
received in Dues for 1909 was £44 Is. 2d., representing the sopport of 1,520 
members, or about one-sixth of the Zionist forces in the country. I venture to 
repeat my assertion, with all the facts now before me, that the Federation is an 
utterly discredited and unrepresentative body, and has proved a constant 
hindrance to the harmonious work of the different Zionist sections. It is, 
however, too much to hope that the present leaders will allow the Federa- 
tion to be dissolved while there is enough Shekel money to draw upon to pay 
office expenses. But that section of Zionists in this country, the great 
majority, | believe, who are not only in total disagreement with the Zionist 
policy of the Federation leaders, but are utterly opposed to their methods 
of administration and their continued raids on Zionist funds, must not allow 
them to continue to speak and act in their name any longer.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” | 


Sir,—I am much obliged to you for your courtesy in allowing me to see 
the letter of Mr. Sol. Cohen, in regard to the English Zionist Federation, 
before publication, and shall be glad if you will allow me to state in 
reply thereto :— 

1. It is not a fact that the Federation “withheld” from the Actions 
Committee 40 per cent. of the Shekel money recejved. The Federation has 
not “ withheld "even 1 per cent. It has accounted tothe Actions Committee 
for the entire sum of £291 6s. received, and the Actions Committee allowed it 
a commission of 25 per cent. upon this amount (£72 16s. 6d.) and also granted ita 
special subvention of £38 7s. 6d. According to the Statutes (paragraph 31) of 
the Zionist Organisation, the Actions Committee is empowered to subvention 
apy Federation from the Shekel money received by it, and may grant a sub- 
vention even equal to the total amount of Shekel money. The procedure 
followed in the case of the Federation is in complete accord with the 
statutes of the Zionist Organisation. 

2. It is nota fact that the Federation has “ withheld” £15 9s. 7d. of 
£18 14s, 1d. received for the National Fund. It is a fact that the Executive 
in office prior to January 3ist, 1909, was entitled to £13 12s. (10 per cent. 
commission upon £135 19s. 1d. collected by the Federation for the National 
Fund), and this commission was duly credited to the Federation after that 
date. Subsequently the Federation collected various sums amounting to 
£18 14s. 1d. for the same Fund, and it was credited with £1 17s. 7d. as 
10 per cent. commission. The two sums for commission form the item of 
£15s. 9s. 7d., which year correspondent calls into question. 

3. It is not a fact that the Federation has “ withheld” a single penny 
from the Olive Tree Fund. The fact is that Professor Warburg, Chairman of 
this Fund, agreed toallow the Federation a 10 per cent. commission upon all 
sums c: llected. The amount received was £28 10s. 6d., and the commission 
allowed was £2 17s. 

4. lt is erroneous and misleading to regard the sum received for dues 
as representing the total membership of the constituent societies. Your 
correspondent fails to take into account the arrears of certain societies 
affiliated to. the Federation, that find temporary difficulty in remitting 
their dues. In 1909, a sum of £25 5s. 4d. was received as arrears 
for 1908 ; and in all previous years arrears have been remitted. It is utterly 
irregular to regard societies which are in arrears, but which in all other 
respects manifest their allegiance to the Federation, as not belonging to 
this body, The total membership of the affiliated societies is, as a matter of 
fact, over 3,000. The Federation is the only authorised intermediary 
between the Actions Committee and the individual societies in this country, 
and its maintenance is necessitated by the Statutes of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion, It is both the titular and actual representative of the Zionists in 
this country. 

In regard to the remittance of monies by Societies, I may add that these 
are in every case at once banked by the Federation with the Jewish Colonial 
Trust, and it makes practically no difference whether they are sent direct to 
the Trust or to the Federation, since the latter is credited with its due com- 
mission by the various funds, The expression * continued.raids on Zionist 
funds ” I forbear from characterising. It implies a serious and utterly ground- 
less charge, which should not have been made without some attempt to first 
ascertain the facts.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The second annual meeting of the Dalston Synagogue Jewish Board of 
(uardians Aid Society was held on Sunday in the classrooms of the Dalston 
Synagogue, Poet's Road. 

Mr. |. Gotpsron, the President, in moving the adoption of the annual report, 
congratulated the Society on the useful and successful year's work it had achieved. 
{3 the result of their efforts they were in the proud position of being able to hand 
over to the Board a sum exceeding £100. The membership had considerably 
increased and the number on the books now almost reached four hundred. He 
hoped that there would be a time when there would not bea single family in the 
whole of the North of London of which at least one member was not a subscriber to 
the premier Jewish charity. He commented upon the falling-off of enthusiasm on 
the part of certain members of the Committee who had undertaken to help the 
society at the beginning of last year. It was impossible for a society to thrive 
which possessed “ dead-heads.” He paid a great tribute to the excellent work per- 
formed by the Honorary Secretaries and the Hon. Collectors, and especially praised 
the labours of the Treasurer, Mr. Albert A. Felsenstein 

Mr. Feisensrern, in moving the adoption of the balance-sheet, made a strong 
‘appeal for more personal support. The society he said was carried on on most 
economical lines, the administrative expenses being quite inlinitesimal, which was 
greatly to the credit of the voluntary workers. They had only incurred during the 
past Year a sum amounting to just a little over £3 for expenses.

Michelangelo. Many subjects of Jewish interest are included. First we 
meet (plate 60) one of the two famous Reliefs from the Arch of Titas; that 
chosen being not the oft-reproduced panel of the Temple furniture and 
vessels, but that which shows “ Titus in his triumphal chariot, accompanied 
by Victory; the personification of Rome, an armed goddess leads the 
horses; the figure immediately behind the chariot, nude from the waist 
upwards, is identified as the Genius of the Roman People.” (P. 167) These 
panels have often puzzled artistic critics ; for though the drawing is very 
faulty, the eflect is most impressive. 

Then we have, in plate 70), the “Queen of Sheba,” a statue which 
stands in the West Porch of the Reims Cathedral and belongs to the 
thirteenth century. Mr. G. F. Hill (who writes the Introduction to the 
volume and also the Notes on the Illustrations) thus describes this work 
p. 176): “This stone figure |of the Queen of Sheba! is perhaps the most 
beautiful and at the same time the most characteristic of the Reims statues. 
Without exaggerating, as do so many Gothic sculptures, the slenderness of 
the female form, it shows the tpyical treatment of the bust, which lacks 
fulness, and the definition of which is obscured by the looseness of the 
girdle. Wholly Gothic also is the cast of the yvreat sweeping folds of 
the skirt, and the contrast between these beautiful curves and the 
perpendicular lines of the heavy mantle as it falls from the arms.” And 
again, elsewhere (p. 77), Mr. Hill says of this Queen: “Her head may be 
compared, not unfavourably, with fine Greek work of the fourth century. 
Indeed, the low crown resting on the heavy mass of hair, which throws 
mysterious shadow on the beautiful cheek and neck, in certain lights almost 
makes the impression of some Grivwco-Asiatic goddess of the Underworld. 
But this accidental effect is mitigated by the absence of all gloom from the 
serene and lovely face.” 

In Strassburg Cathedral stand two figures, the Church and the Syna- 
gogue, These are specimens of the Franco-German School, and date from 
the period between 1230 and 1250. Both figures (plate 72) are beautiful, but 
the sculptor undesignedly has made the crushed and humiliated synagogue 
by far the more fascinating of the two. It may well be that his 
sense of art overcame his partisan aim, and his hand obeying 
human feeling rather than sectarian rancour, gave us this pathetic 
image of grace in humiliation. Mr. Hill (p. 179) describes the 
figures in these terms. “The Church wears a crown, a long tunic, low- 
girdled, and mantle clasped on her breast. She holds in her right hand her 
standard, a cross with a banner attached; in her leftachalice.” I should 
add that the facial expression is one of self-satisfaction rather than of noble 
triumph. “The defeated synagogue, blindfolded, crownless, stands with 
her face cast down; the spear, to which her banner is fastened, is broken 
in four pieces; in her lowered left hand she holds the tables of the law. She 
wears the same kind of tunic, but no mantle.” Her whole bearing, I may note, 
is as tender as the other figure’s is aggressive. Mr. Hill proceeds: “ The 
two figures, in Hasak’s words, ‘represent the summit of all German sculpture 
in the thirteenth century, if, indeed, they ought not to be called the finest 
achievement in the whole field of Gothic sculpture.’ They are certainly 
among the most attractive figures produced by Gothic sculptors ; but they 
show nothing that is characteristically German, and nearly everything that 
is French. Theterm Franco-German School may, however, be used as a 
compromise.” 

The next plate which arrests our special attention (No. 81) is of an 
altogether different type. This is a work by the Florentine sculptor, 
Lorenzo of Ghiberti (middle of fifteenth century), and it belongs to the transi- 
tionary period from Gothic to Renaissance (p. 88). This artist's virtues are 
pronouncedly “popular,” his picturesqueness of detail, and facility of 
technique, as Mr. Hill says, “appeal strongly to everyone who likes to see 
figures stand out, and hear a story effectively told.” There is something of 
“theatrical display’; less of originality of idea. The panel representing 
the death of Goliath looks like a stage scene: it “lacks few of the qualities 
which would count for success at some popular London theatre.” The fore- 
eround of this gilt bronze relief, which stands on an East gate of the 
Klorence Baptistery, is occupied by David eutting off Goliath’s head. “In 
the middle ground a battle is proceeding, between the men of Israel and 
Judah, commanded by Saul in his chariot, and the Philistines. Through a 
gap in the hills we see David returning, carrying the head of Goliath, ard 
met by the women, singing and dancing,‘ with tabrets, with joy and with 
instruments of music,’ coming out from one of the cities of Israel, the 
buildings of which fill all the extreme background.” The architecture is 
Florentine, and not in the least Judzean. But the Renaissance art had no 
scruples in favour of arch:wological accuracy. 

Only one other plate (No. 88) will detain us. This is “Adam and Eve,” 
one of the “ ten reliefs illustrating Genesis on the pilasters that flank the 
great doorway of San Petronio,” in Bologna. The artist was Jacopo della 
Quercia, of the Sienese School; he was “commissioned to build and 
decorate this doorway in 1425, and he was occupied with the work hence- 
forward from time to time until his death.” This sculptor is not of the 
“popular” type, like Ghiberti; he needs an artist to appreciate him. In 
this relief, ‘‘ Adam is digging with passionate energy, while Eve, pausing in 
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er spinning, looks on,a little troubled in expression, as though remembering 
er lost Paradise. Two children play round her knees. The extreme sim- 
. #licity and broadness of modelling, which distinguish the nudes in this 

“relief, at first sight almost give the impression of baldness ; with time we 
realise the great structural value of every line and plane in the composition, 
and the more familiar we become with it, the more does it fascinate.” 

Tarning from this fine work, a few lines will suffice with regard to 
Lewis F. Day's “ Windows, a Book about Stained and Painted Glass " (London, 
Batsford). Jewish readers will find in the reproductions of Arab work 
(pages 14 onwards) much to give them thought. For here, though no figures 
of natural objects are admitted, we have designs, geometrical or floral, of 
considerable beauty. Our recent attempts at stained-glass windows in our 
London synagogues are incomparably inferior to these Mohammedan 
specimens. 

The third book on my list is Gerald 8S. Davies’ “ Michelangelo ” (Methuen). 
Here even less space will suffice, for this great artist’s David and Moses 
and other Old Testament subjects (here very well reproduced) are too well 
known to need remark. 

“Chats on English Earthenware,’ by Arthur Hayden (Fisher Unwin), 
tells us how the early Enoglish Delft ware can be identified in part by the 
use of Biblical subjects, such as adorn the Adam and Eve dishes, of large 
size, painted in blue, and plates with Jacob's ladder, and so forth.

They 
emanate from Lambeth. “Eve is represented as Queen Mary giving a 
Kingdom to her husband (William of Orange), represented by an orange as 
a pun on his royal house. Although portraits of Charles L. appear in this 
series, they are not contemporary, and were probably not made at Lambeth 
till after about 1670, and their manufacture continued for a little overa 
quarter-of-a-century, that is, until the opening years of the reign of 
George I.”

MEETING OF THE CAMBRIDGE BRANCH. 


A meeting of the Cambridge University Branch of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association was held at the University Arms Hotel last Tuesday evening, 
the President, Mr. H. M. Lorwe, M.A., Curator of Oriental Manuscripts, 
University Library, in the Chair. He was supported by a large company, 
which included several ladies and a good many undergraduates. 

The CHAIRMAN, at the outset, regretted that Mr. Claude (i. Montefiore, 
who was to have come to address them that night, was prevented from doing 
so through indisposition. His indisposition was largely due to the indefatig- 
able energy he devoted to the service of the community, always travelling 
and speaking on behalf of the multitadinous needs of the Anglo-Jewish 
Community, and they would all wish himaspeedy recovery. Mr. Montefiore 
had sent the following telegram :—

enforced absence, Mr. Dupare and you will explain as well as I, or better, the 
objects of the Association and its true missionary character. 1 am most anxious that

They hoped that on a future occasion Mr. Montefiore would address the 
Branch. (Applause.) 

Mr. ISRAKL ABRAHAMS, M.A., after alluding to the political side of the 
Association’s work, asked Mr. Dapare if he could give the meeting some 
information on various points, including the extent of the work of its 
own schools, particularly in Bombay among the Bene-Israel. They would like 
to know what was being done for them by.the Association, and how the 
Cambridge Branch could interest itself in that particular race. They had 
plenty of enthusiasm in Cambridge and they wanted it to be directed 
usefully. Mr. Abrahams, in farther remarks, alluded to the meetings of 
the Church Mission to the Jews which were being held that week 
in Cambridge, and deplored “the fearful waste of money and effort in a 
futile cause.” (Hear, hear.) ‘That mission was showing living pictures and 
scenes in Whitechapel, but he thought the Jews could show pictures 
and scenes in Whitechapel that would suggest to Christians the necessity of 
a Christian mission in that district. 

Mrs. C. G. MONTEFIORE, who was received with much applause, said that 
when she left Mr. Montefiore he was not only unwell but worried and much 
distressed to think that his inability to come to them would upset their 
plans. She could assure them that it would be a great comfort to him to 
hear that the meeting had been held, and with so much success. 
(Applause.) They had evidently in Mr. Herbert Loewe a President 
not easily daunted, and a most energetic worker, and her husband would be 
sincerely grateful to him and to Mr. Duparc, who had so generously travelled 
to Cambridge at such short notice. (Applause.) As for herself, she was 
proud to be among them and to associate herself with the Cambridge Branch. 
As she came to know more of the Anglo-Jewish Association she became more 
and more impressed with the importance of its work. She had most to do 
with its girls’ schools, and particularly with the Evelina School at Jerusalem. 
If one had to select any particular aspect of their work as the most impor- 
tant, it was surely the education of Jewish girls in the Orient. Jewish boys 
were never entirely neglected. The methods of teaching them might some- 
times be imperfect, but at all events the boys were taught. With the 
Jewish girls it was otherwise. If it were not for the Anglo-Jewish 
Association and the Alliance Israélite, there would be no education of girls 
in the East at all. At the present time the Ladies’ Committee of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, of which she had the honour to be a member, was 
seriously occupied with the extension of the Evelina School, at great cost 
of time and money; but, as they hoped, with yet greater profit 
to their little sisters in the Holy Land. She rejoiced to think 
that Cambridge men were seriously contemplating the plan of 
taking special interest in the Bombay community. She could understand 
that sach a plan would meet with an enthusiastic response. What she 
could not so easily understand was that the Jews of England in general were 
80 slow to be fired with zeal for the enterprises which the Anglo-Jewish 
Association undertook. It did, she admitted, need some imagination 
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eminently successful, and had met the necessity which origins oxisted

(ur mission house in Liverpool is visited by many emigrants who gladly 
come because they find sympathetic hearts and friendly hands, and comfort- 
able rooms in which to sit and rest. We have no other object in view but to 
show kindness to those who are in need. 

It is sometimes the case that the refugees suffer from trachoma, and the 

thorities will not permit them to proceed on their way to America. Then 
‘the missionary and his helpers do their best to relieve such sufferers by 
giving them medical advice until a cure is effected, and they are able to 
continue on the way to their desired haven. 

Is it just and right of you to insult them by calling them * maurauders ” 
and other unlovely names? Why do you not send representatives to act 
the Good Samaritan and help the helpless ?_ It isonly after our missionaries 
have, with devotion and self-sacrifice, done their best, that you awaken to the 
need of these poor sufferers ; and then, instead of recognising the good 
work our missionaries do, you only abuse them and call upon your authorities 
to counteract the work of the missions. 

Years ago we thought well to care for the neglected foreigners who 
were perishing on the streets; they could not speak a word of English, and 
were starving. We opened our mission halls, and started evening schools, 
where they were taught to read and write and speak English, and we have 
been encouraged by being able to help many to earn an honest livelihood. 
Whilst we have always frankly made known to them that our helping hand 
outstretched to them was meant to exhibit Christian sympathy and love, yet 
we have never used undue influence. On the contrary, we always exhort our 
hearers to visit their synagogues and be men of prayer. 

Then, also, years ago, we established medical missions and free dispen- 
saries for the poor. We did so because we believed we met a great need, and 
the results have proved that it was so. Crowds come to us for medical 
idvice, a Hebrew Christian doctor and nurses attend to them in their dire 
need, our nurses visit them in their homes; and I venture to say that these 
ministries ought to have been rendered by their own brethren. These 
people are profoundly gratefal for what is done for them, but the only reward 
we receive from you is being called “ missionary maurauders,” ete. No, Sir, 
We are hot “ marauders ”; our missionaries are Hebrew Christians who love 
their brethren, notwithstanding your abuse of them; and more than ever 
We hope by the grace of God to do allin our power to fulfil the command of 
our Dis ne Lord, who said “* Ye shall be witnesses unto Me both in Jerusalem, 
‘nd in al! Judzea and in Samaria, and in the uttermost part of the earth.” 

Allow me to assure you, Sir, that we have no wish to hurt the feelings 
0! our Jewish brethren and fellow-citizens ; we only wish their highest good, 
and act in accordance with what we believe to be our sacred duty. We, who 
represent missionary organisations, do all in our power, by voice and pen, to 
remov« anti-Semitism wherever it exists; and | think we have a right to 
expect from you at least tolerance and recognition of the purity of our 
motives, even if you do not agree with the object of our mission. 

Why is it that, notwithstanding the repeated warnings addressed from 
the pulpit by the Chief Rabbis, Lord Rothschild, and other leaders in Israel 
4g.ins| Missions, large crowds still come? Our Medical Missions are so

Three new compositions by Cyril Scott have just been published by 
Messrs. Elkin and (‘o, The curious tonal effects adopted by this writer 
impart a weirdness, which is at the same time beautifal. In striving after 
the unusual, Mr. Scott has evolved most effective melodies that will be sure 
toattain popularity wherever played. The same firm bas also just published a 
moreeau for pianoforte by Edward MacDowell (“Edgar Thorn’), and a 
vocal composition by Charles Deacun, both pieces being delightfully 
written. Every attention has been paid to the typographic side of the 
productions, and the music is not crowded--a special feature of Messrs. 
Elkin’s works. 

Last week, Mr. Benno Moisewitsch gave his first pianoforte recital in 
London, at Bechstein Hall, when he succeeded in impressing the numerous 
audience Very favourably indeed. Mr. Moisewitsch is a pupil of Leschetizky, 
and in the matter of his technical equipment there is no more to be said; 
he, however, adds passion, resourcefalness and earnestness of style to his 
powerful technique, and these make him an artist to be reckoned with, 
though the unnecessarily rapid pace at which he took the last movement of 
the Beethoven “ Appassionata Sonata” savoured a little too much of display 
for real musical taste. Chopin's Sonata in B minor, Schumann's Carnaval, 
and Brahms’ Variations on a theme of Paganini were also included in his 
programme, On Thursday, Mr. Moisewitsch played Beethoven's “ Emperor” 
Concerto at East bourne. 

At the olian Hall, Mr. Richard Buhlig and Miss Kathleen Bruckshaw 
gave pianoforte recitals. Mr. Buhlig confined himself to works by 
Beethoven, chiefly the Sonatas in D, A flat and. C minor, all of which 
he performed with that absolute certainty of touch which is his chief 
characteristic. Miss Bruckshaw, on the other hand, launched into the realms 
of unconventionality, flitting from Macdowell, whose splendid “ Keltice” 
Sonata was one of the chief items of interest, and Max Reger to Cyril Scott 
and Rachmaninoff, from Bach and Beethoven to a charming suite from her 
own pen, with admirable unconcern. Her playing, however, is musicianly 
throughout, and will be heard again with interest. 

At Steinway Hall, Mdme. Rose Koenig gave an interesting “ Wagner 
Recital” with the aid of a piano, a sympathetic and imaginative 
audience and considerable artistic skill and enthusiasm on the part of the 
recital giver. Extracts from" Die Meistersinger ” and * The Ring,” ete., were 
excellently given, and to all hearers already acquainted with the Wagnerian 
literature, brought back the atmosphere and effects of one opera after 


. another, pleasantly tothe memory, but on the whole, itis to bedoubted if to those 


uninitiated: previously to the beauties of Wagner when interpreted 
orchestrally, ete., the recital would be very impressive. 

On Wednesday week, at Queen’s Hall, Herr Emil Sauer was accorded a 
warm welcome at his recital, when a very beautiful performance was given 
of Beethoven's “ Appassionata Sonata” and also of Chopin’s Sonata in B flat 
Minor, which was refreshing in its freedom from exaggerated sentimentality ; 
Brahms’ Scherzoin E flat Minor,a Mendelssonbn prelude, pieces by Debussy, Liszt, 
Faure, and Saint-Saéns and two delicate studies from his own pen entitled 
“Les Sirénes ” and * Murmure de Vent,” which displayed his particular 
qualities of style and touch to excellent advantage. Herr Sauer was again 
the soloist on Wednesday evening at Queen’s Hall, when the Philharmonic 
Society provided a long and varied programme in which he did full justice to 
the solo parts of Schumann’s Concerto and a virtuoso work by Liszt. Mr. 
Landon Ronald appeared in the dual role of conductor and composer, 
his new dramatic Seena “The Lament of Shah Jehan” being effectively 
interpreted by Mr. Edmund Burke, the Canadian baritone. Wallace's well 
orchestrated * Villon” and Sir Hubert Parry's Symphony in E Minor, which 
has been revised, also contributed to the success of the concert which was 
honoured by the presence of Her Majesty the Queen. 

Miss Elena Gerhardt won an enthusiastic reception at Bechstein Hall 
vesterday week, by her bright and varied programme and magnificent 
singing. Tschaikowsky (whose fine “ Lieder” are much neglected) Jensen, 
Grieg, Wolf and some old friends from the classics, found place there. Miss 
Paula Hegner, a brilliant and sympathetic pianist, played solos by Scarlatti, 
Chopin and Liszt, and accompanied most artistically. The second of the 
Chappell Matinées also took place on the same day, the artistes being Miss 
Alice Baxter, a very sweet-voiced soprano, and Mr. Cecil Baumer proved 
himself a young pianist of distinct artistic capabilities. 

On Saturday,at the Queen’s Hall Symphony Concert, proof was once 
more afforded of the strides which have been made recently in popular 
appreciation of real art in music even when it savours of the abstruse, by the 
repetition (by request) of Cesar Franck’s Symphony in D Minor, of whose 
beauties sufficient was said on the last occasion of its performance. Mr. 
Henry Wood conducted a very poetical Romance in C for Strings, played 
for the first time in England, and Mr. Sauer once more delighted his 
audience with his spirited playing this time in a Beethoven pianoforte 
Concerto. 

On Sunday, at Albert Hall, Mr. Landon Ronald conducted the New 
Symphony Orchestra in a programme which, both for arrangement and 
general attractiveness, was an unprecedented success. The Orchestra was 
in its best form, and played as if inspired by Mr. Ronald’s baton, the result 
being vigorous but perfectly-finished performances of Mackenzie's 
“Colomba ” Overture, the Peer Gynt Suite and Wagner's Prelude to 
“ Lohengrin,” Act III. Miss Margery Bentwich gave a magnificent peform- 
ance of Max Bruch's much-neglected D Minor Concerto (playing, by the way, 
on one of the most valuable Strads in existence), and proved herself possessed 
not only of a finished technique, but the tone and artistic soul of an 
Elman. Even the hackneyed “ Zigeunerweisen” regained its old fasci- 
nation in her hands, and there is no doubt that Miss Margery Bentwich 
is one of the foremost violinists of her day. Herr Anton van Rooy was heard 
at his best in “ Die Frist ist um” (“ Fliegende Hollinder *), one of the most 
exacting of Wagner's Arias, and some Schumann Lieder. ; 

On Saturday, at the London Ballad Concert at Albert Hall, Miss Irene 
Scharrer played the Ballade in A flat and a study of Chopin's and the 2nd of 
Cyril Seott’s * Two Pierrot Pieces,” with all her usual success. 

Miss Olive Walter, the clever child-actress, is creating the part of Tylty|, 
the chief child character in “ The Blue Bird,” now running with unabated 
suecess at the Haymarket. Her sweet childish naturalness and excellent 
acting are one of the features of the piece. 

From the pen of Mr. Daniel Castello (son of Mr. Percy N. Castello) and 
Mr. F. A. Rogers comes a bright and attractive pianoforte selection from 
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their musical play “ A Gaiety Star,” with a pleasing valse “ Marguerite ” and 
tunefal songs which are snre to meet with appreciation. 

Mr. Angelo Asher conducted the Musicians’ Union Orchestra at the 
Euston Palace Sunday Concert. 

The chief feature in a capital programme at the Hippodrome is Mr.

Butler Street Girls’ Club. 


The anniversary gathering of the Butler Street Jewish Girls’ Club was held on 
Sunday. After a performance of singing and drill by some of the members. 

Mr. A. H Jesse., K.C., who presided, said he thought that everybody who had 
any interest in education had come to realise the utility and necessity of such clubs 
as that. He referred to the loss sustained by the Club through the death of its 
President, Lady Sassoon. It was impossible to speak in adequate terms of the loss 
which that institution and everything in which she bad been interested must have 
suffered by a death so premature. They were glad to see in the report that Miss 
Sassoon was anxious, a8 soon as possible, totake an active share in the work of the Club. 
In the meantime they had elected as their President, Mrs. Edmund Sebag-Montefiore 
who was indefatigable in the interests of the institution, as she had been previously 
in the capacity of Treasurer, a post se would still retain. He congratulated the 
girls on having earned a Government grant of £68 and urged them to endeavour to 
increase it in the current year. He alluded to the need for additional workers. and 
suggested that the present managers should act as recruiting sergeants. He thought 
this method better than a central organisation as it enabled the right persons to be 
selected. He commended the girls on the excellence of their handicraft and urged 
them to take a live interest in political and social questions affecting their sex. 

Mrs. E. Sebac-Monreriore referred to the improvements shown in the club work 
during the year. She alluded with pleasure to the fact that the executors of the late 
Mr. E. A. Franklin had assigned £50 to the club. She commented on the small 
number of donations, which she described as “horrid.” She expressed appreciation 
of the work of the managers, especially of Miss Solomon, the Hon. Sec etary, and 
Miss Phillips, the Hon. Superintendent of Classes. 

Miss Kare SoLtomon, Hon. Secretary. referred with satisfaction to the improved 
work of the Club, due to the keenness of both managers and girle. Excelf#nt work 
had been done by the dressmaking and laundry classes. The Hebrew class under 
Miss Chaikin had also done good work, and the attendance was very regular. They 
needed more helpers for the social side of the Club. They had had some keen 
debates, an entertainment for the younger sisters and brothers of members, and had 
entertained the members of the Old Boys’ Club ata mixed dance. She pathetically 
commented on the “ absolute rottenne=s” of the Club piano, and appealed for funds 
to purchase a new one. Hospital letters, especially those for the Victoria Park Chest 
Hosnital, were badly needed.

Whether the Soup Kitchen authorities are aware of the practice I do 
not know, but 1 am assured that the following abuse of its good offices has been 
going on for some considerable time. It appears that many of the persons 
who avail themselves of the soup and bread offered by the Kitchen either 
hand the soup—and excellent stuff it is, too—to one of the many tramps 
who may be found any day in the neighbourhood of Butler Street, or throw 
it in the roadway. The bread, of course, they retain, as it appears to be for 
the bread alone that they honour the Kitchen with their presence. At a 
time when the cry of bitter poverty is so insistent, it is terrible to think 
that the waste has been permitted to remain unchecked for so long. That 
it really does exist is undeniable. Residents in the locality have seen this 
happening time after time, and if the Butler Street authorities would only 
take the trouble to keep an unoflicial eye open they might be enabled to put 
an end to this, and teach the offenders a lesson. The fact of the matter is 
that, as in the case of other charities, the undeserving obtain the preference. 
The.respectable poor person shrinks from the idea of public soup-giving. 

This brings us, once again, to the burning question of indiscriminate 
charity, and to the subterfages of that unspeakable class which lives upon 
the results of its own plausibility, and its ability to “pitch a harrowing 
tale.” The sale of bread, meat and coal tickets still goes on; brazen-faced 
impostors still obtain unneeded food and firing, and the respectable 
individual keeps in the background, preferring to suffer privation in silence 
rather than humble himself. it is primarily the fault of an antiquated 
charitable system requiriog an expensive, ever-costlier administration, yet 
running upon the old, obsolete lines. 

Yesterday's annual meeting of the Sick Room Helps Society is a reminder 
of the utility of a fine, useful organisation, whose labours among the poor 
deserve a greater measure of recognition than that at present aecorded them. 
Some years ago, in an illastrated article in this journal, the writer dubbed 
them the “modern fairy godmothers,” a title which has clung to them ever 
since. These nurses and helps always appear to me in the guise of 
messengers of hope. It is, in any case, an acknowledged fact that their 
influence and practical advice have done far more to lessen Jewish infant 
mortality—small though it be—than any other agency, social, municipal, or 
national. 

Here is a veritable tragedy in figures, a comparison which should appeal 
to the thoughtful. It is suggested by the published list of candidates for 
admission to the Orphan Asylum. “Boys. Votes. Max Gorsky (Dublin), 
1,046. . . , Isaac Ozaron, 0.” There is some sort of consolation in the 
knowledge that the number of votes polled by unsuccessful candidates is 
added to votes obtained on the next occasion. But a candidate who starts 
with nothing more than a nought to his credit, cannot be very cheerful over 
his fature prospects. It is the balloting system that is wrong. 

The boys of the Swan Street Council Schools, Minories, are to have the 
use of a miniature rifle range, which Dr. Hanson, of Harley Street, has 
generously offered to equip for them. The offer has been gladly accepted by 
the Edacation Committee as being of considerable utility to the young 
hopefuls. 

A testimonial, purchased by the recipient as far back as last summer, 
has just been presented to a Friendly Society official. The facts surround- 
ing the episode are unusual, and indicate the extent to which the oft-derided 
testimonial nuisance has insinuated itself into our communal ilfe. It happened 
that the official, not caring to rely on the taste of his superiors, decided to 
select something that appealed to him, and in doing 80, overstepped the amount 
subscribed by several pounds. In the circumstances one would imagine 
that having selected something after his own heart, he would not have been 


averse from paying the extra cost out of his own pocket. But no! The 


presentation would have to be deferred until the required amount was 
forthcoming! So, deferred it was, and this “ mark of esteem and regard” 
was duly presented to the official, on behalf of many humble subscribers, who 
could certainly have made a far better—and more appreciated—use of their 
money. 

The activity of an East End Jewess who, by means of “ Forget-me-not ” 
bonds, collected over £30 for the London Hospital in eight months must have 
been a source of gratification to the hospital authorities. One lady used 
regularly to visit a local theatre and extract twopences from the gallery 
and stalls for the benefit of the same useful institution. It is the easiest 
thing in the world to reap the coppers when playgoers are spending a 
pleasant evening, and if someof your readers would care to obtain a supply of 
Jewish hospital stamps, they would soon discover the work of distribation 
to possess many interesting and gratifying aspects. 

May lL remind those who have not yet purchased their tickets for the 
charitable whist drive on the 26th inst. (mentioned in this column last week: 
that early application is desirable. It is hardly necessary to recapitulate 
the objects of the gathering. Suflicient to observe that the case it is intended 
to benefit is of a highly deserving character.

A PLUCKY RESCGUE.—Mr. G. Tartakover, of Wyon, NS.W., recently 
performed a brave act when he saved the life of alad named Tulloch, of 
Singleton, and nearly lost his own in a further attempt to save that of a 
young man named Harry Lewis, who was drowned on the ocean beach at 
Tuggerah entrance. Lewis and Talloch were taken out by the under-tow 
when swimming, and Mr. Tartakover, who was fishing close by, saw their 
danger, went to their assistance, and after strenuous efforts, brought Tulloch 
to shore. He then went to rescue Lewis, but was unsuccessful. A boat was 
secured, but by this time Lewis had disappeared, and it is thought that he 
was taken by a shark as his body has not been recovered and three sharks 
were seen in the immediate vicinity a day or so before, Mr. Tartakover 
received great praise for his gallant efforts, and has been presented with a 
gold double sovereign-purse, suitably inscribed, by the father of the rescued 
boy, and the Surf Association has notified the Royal Humane Society and the 
Royal Life Saving Society of the incident. Mr. Tartakover is a brother of 
Mr. Theo Tartakover, the Australian champion swimmer, who now holds a 
position in the ofliceof the New South Wales Government in London.

This year is no exception, and we are given to understand 
that it was owing mainly tothe large number of entries that the award could 
not be made early enough for the January issue of the Magazine, However, the 
results of the competition are announced in the current issue of that journal 
and the winner, whose design will adorn the cover for the next eleven months, 
is M. Stomachen, who hails from the West Central Lads’ Club. In making 
his award, Mr. Frank Emanuel states :— 

The general contour of this design is not as excellent as itstechnique. Lettering 
suitably clear and well formed, floral decoration charming. As to the cricket and 
football scenes, they comprise the best figures in the competition, but the bowler has 
caught his ball in the silver lining of a cloud, while the football scene is practically 
the same as that introduced in design No.4. This looks as though both were culled 
from acommon source, A condition of these competitions should be that the work 
must be original. 

Of the design submitted by Pizer Cohen, of Brady Street Club, Mr. 
Emanuel says that it wasan excellent pencil sketch, but owing to unavoidable 
circumstances he was too Jate in the field to compete this year. The next 
five best designs in order of merit are those of J. Cohen, Stepney; E. 
Pampel, Stepney; I. Abrahams, Stepney ; A. Levy, Stepney ; and H, Swetsky, 
Hutchison House. It is a significant fact that po less than four competitors 
whose designs are given a place among the first six are members of the 
Stepney Lads’ Club, while it is worthy of note that last year’s winner 
was also a member of the Stepney Club. 

JEWISH LADY SKATING CHAMPION.—Our Vienna correspondent 
writes that sporting circles in Budapest are mush elated at the success of 
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' Josephs and Corporal Baker, to take place at Wonderland next 
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Friulein E. Kronberger, the daughter of a Jewish manufacturer, in the 
world’s skating championship, in which she obtained the title of lady 
champion for the third time. Friiulein Kronberger has been a skater since 
she was four years of age, and since her seventh year has been under the 
care of the well-known trainer, Seibert, the official trainer of the Budapest 
Skating Club. When she was twelve years old she had the audacity to com- 
pete against some of the finest skaters in the world, and although she was 
beaten by the Berlin champion, Rendschmidt, her performance attracted a 
great deal of attention, and the Crown Prince, who was present, expressed 
a wish to see her skate again. In 1905, she visited Stockholm formed the 
ladies’ skating tourney, and obtained the second prize. In the following 
vear she competed for the first time in the world’s championship races at 
Davos, but was beaten by the English representative, Miss Dyers. She 
suffered a similar fate in 1907 at Vienna. In 1908, however, she successfully 
contested the title which she has maintained to the present day. She has 
twice won the championship of Hungary against male competitors. Last 
year she beat her famous compatriot Szende, who came third in the recent 
championship. For the championsbip races, Friiulein Kronberger under- 
went a course of three months’ training on the Rissen See in Bavaria. She 
has now returned to Hungary to defend the title there. She is an all round 
athlete, a good tennis-player, horsewoman and fencer. She is only 19, and is 
able to devote her whole time to her favourite pastimes, as her late father 
left her a considerable fortune. 

LASKER RETAINS THE CHAMPIONSHI®.—Interest in the final stage of 
the decisive tenth game in the chess match between Lasker and Schlechter 
was heightened by an announcement made by Lasker that he was deter- 
mined to play to win. And, as was eventually seen, Lasker acted up to bis 
determination, with the result that he defeated Schlechter at the 
seventy-first move, thus bringing to an end the most exciting encounter 
ofthe match. Lasker thus saves his title as the champion chess player of 
the world. 

A movement is afoot t»> arrange another match between Lasker and 


Sehlechter later in the year, and a considerable sum has already been 
subscribed.

No-one can help noticing among the boys and 
girls of the present day an ever-growing spirit of 
disinclination to be atall satisfied with the decisions 
or expressed wishes of their parents or of those 
“get in authority over them.” 

| do not mean in great matters only --f mean far 
more in the trifles of every day intercourse and the 
little things of every day happenings. it is a period 
of “* arguings.” The old-fashioned notion of happy 
ertainty that our elders were doing their best for 
us and that what they decided must be for our good, 
has given way to a sort of contradict iousness, 
which expresses itself in disagreements over little 
matters, and in small rebellions, which have the 
effect of loosening the great ties of affection and 
respect almost unconsciously. 

It is quite true that the spirit of the age gives 
to the child much more freedom and independence 
than was the case in a former generation, but Ido 
not see that this need be any reason for entirely 
dropping all regard for the feelings of our elders or 

all deference to their wishes. Nowadays, parents 
do not care to insist on their rights, they prefer to 
have them cheerfully and willingly granted them, 
put, none the less, they exist, and itis for the good 
of every child, big oF little, that it should realise 
this. It was, perhaps, 4 hopelessly old-fashioned 
idea, but it was, nevertheless, @ very comforting one 
that prevailed in days gone by—it made for respect 

and esteem, it gave 4 feeling 0° security and faith in 
the superior knowledge an wisdom of our elders, 
which helped us all in the small as well as in the 
great events of our young lives—the notion that 
whatever our parents did was sure to be right ! 

A dear old Danish story comes to my mind as I 
write this. Would you care to hear it? , 

Onee, in a poor little cottage, there lived @ 
husband and wife ; $0 poor were they, that they had 
decided to get rid of their only valuable, a horse 
that they had had for many years. Should they sell 
it, or exchange it? 

“ You will find out what is best, good-man,’ said 
the wife. “Isnt this market-day * Ride off to the 
town—get money OF what you can for the horse— 
whatever you do ig sure to be right! * So she tied 
on his neckerchief, and made him look spruce ; she 
dusted his hat with the palm of her hand, and she 
kissed him and sent him off.
